Duties of Convention Officer*. 


The law'aasigns to the officers of n aminat- 


. ing conventions certain very important 


duties, upon the discharge of which is made 
to depend the printing of candidates.' names 
upon-the general ballot. All such officers, 
when chosen in convention, must ux tolit 
that the propet certificates i>! nomination 
and acceptances of Candida-ten are season-, 
ably Wed with the secretary of state. 


These certificates must be sworn to by the 


chairman or secretary of the convention, 
and must bfe filed twenty days, exclusive 
of Sundays, before j the day of election, or
